CAIRO, Thursday.—Reuter’s cor- 
respondent here says that the British | 
troops made no major forward move- 
ment in the desert yesterday, but 
further consolidated the positions 
gained in the first four days of the 
offensive. .A.F. torpedo-carrying 
aircraft sank an Axis tanker bound 
for the African cdast to-day. 

The second phase of the desert 
battle—that of sustained and heavy 
armoured clashes—has not yet 
begun, but, judging from the scanty 
information from the front released 
last night, where Axis forces have 
concentrated, they have been heavily 
attacked from the air and their 
ee successfully beaten 
off. 

Day by day, as the Allied 
offensive progresses, it is becoming 
clearer that Field-Marshal Rommel 
must now be facing a fuel crisis of 
eonsiderable magnitude, and another 
Axis tanker, bound for the African 
coast, was sunk yesterday—the third 
in four days. Allied heavy bombers 
have also attacked Rommel’s distant 
air bases in Crete, main target in 
a night attack being Maleme aero- 
drome, where about 12 fires were 
started. Over the battle area the 
ceaseless pounding ‘of landing 
grounds and forward positions by 
Allied aircraft of all types continues 
unremittingly day and night. Nine 
more Axis fighters were shot down 
ever the desert yesterday. Four 
Allied ’planes are missing.—(Press

HAULBOWLINE 


STEEL MILLS 


MAY OPERATE ON 
SCRAP 


HERE is a possibility that the 
Haulbowline steel mill may be 
equipped to operate on scrap steel, 
thus solving this country’s most 
pressing steel problems for the 
duration of the war, according to 
the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, Mr. Sean Lemass. 
Announcing yesterday that there 
was no possibility of getting in sup- 
lies of steel som any other country 
in the world, he told the Dail that 
the Board of the steel company 
thought that they would be able to 
get the equipment, but whether they 
could or not he could not say. 
it they were successful, on the basis 
of their most optimistic operations, 
it would be from nine to twelve 
months before the construction could 
be completed and production begun. 
Mr. LEMASS said that it was a 
vital matter for this country to get 
some supplies of steel bars and sheets 
for the production of agricultural 
instruments and other essential pro- 
ducts. This company had been 
formed with private money, and, 
owing to the cessation of imports 
and the difficulty of getting all the 
plant, had had to go into 
liquidation. If it had been allowed 
to break up it would have been im- 
possible to start it after the war. 
The Government offered to the com- 
pany a loan of £200,000, under the 
Trade Loans Act, under certain con- 
ditions which they made to protect 
the interests of the taxpayer. The 
chance of the unsecured shareholders 
of ever getting one penny of their 
claim was practically nil, 


STEEL SUPPLIES 


He honestly could not say what 
the prospects of getting the enter- 
prise going again were. The Govern- 
ment, realising the difficulties that 
were likely to arise in regard to steel 
for these mills, had bought steel 
biliets in America and haJ stored 
them there+first of all, until ship- 
ping was available and, secondly, 
until there was immediate possi- 
bility of the mill re-openjng. Some 
thousand tons of ~ billets’: were 
shipped to this country when exports 
of steel were stopped by the Ameri- 
can Government. Another quantity 
of billets was secured from a wreck 
off the Donegal coast, and there were 
also some thousand tons of steel 
rings here which could be used in the 
mill, 

The company had now decided to 
proceed with the construction of the 
furnace and the full development of 
the mil. They might fall down at 
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to get eguipment, but, they would be 
able to re-start the merchant mill to 
use scrap 

General Mulcahy’s argument in 
avour of his amendment, which was 
defeated by 60 votes to 27, was that 
the company had been taken over by 
the Government, and people with 
claims against it were prevented 
from making them.

MISSING FARMER 
BROTHER FOR TRIAL 


A Dublin jury next month will 
endeavour to solve, in the light o 
a mass of evidence accumulated 
tn camera at Special Court sittings, 
the mystery of the disappearance of 
Laurence Kirwan, the young farmer 
of Ballincloghan, Rahan, who dis- 
appeared in November last. 

Among three murder charges and 
wo trials of alleged attempted 
murder, listed for hearing at the 
Central Criminal Court, which opens 
on November 16th, the charge 
against Bernard Kirwan, of Rahan, 
Tullamore, of having murdered his 
brother, will command most public 
interest. ' 

The brothers lived together on 
the bank of the Royal Canal, about 
seven miles from Tullamore, and 
after Laurence left his home to 
cycle to town on the evening of 
November 22nd he was not again 
seen alive. Nine days Jater friends 
of Laurence Kirwan notified his dis- 
appearance, and after ascertaining 
that the missing man had not 
reached Tullamore on the evening 
of his disappearance, the police 
began a country-wide search, and 
drained six miles of the canal in 
the hope of finding the bicycle. 
Early this year, however, the 
machine was found in a_hayloft. 
In June last the torso of a man 
believed to be Laurence Kirwan 
was discovered in a _ bog-hole at 
Ballincor, Rahan. 

The other murder charges ‘isted 
are from Donegal and Galway.

MOSCOW, Thursday — Reuter’s 


Correspondent here says that the 
Germans have hurled nearly 60,000 
men into a new offensive against 
Stalingrad’s northern factory - belt, 
and are putting down a terrific 
artillery and trench mortar barrage 
on the Soviet defence points. 

“The narrow area still held by 
Russian troops, in some cases only a 
few ‘hundred yards from the Volga, 
is being churned up by thousands of 
bombs and shells. The river—the 
garrison’s last lifeline—is now under 
constant artillery fire, making the 
arrival of men and supplies ex- 
tremely difficult. Now that the 
battle area has become smaller, the 
ferocity of the fighting has increased 
tenfold. No quarter is asked and 
none given. Every stone is a strong- 
hold, every ruined chimney a fort. 
Anti-tank gunners go on firing at 
advancing Panzers until they are 
blown to shreds or charred by flame- 
throwers. And all the time 
squadrons of ’planes, taking advan- 
tage of the last few days of mild 
weather, drop their deadly loads on 
every yard of territory still held by 
the Russians. 


RUSSIAN GAINS 


‘* Meanwhile, Marshal Timoshenko 
is keeping up his pressure on both 
the German flanks, where his troops 
have made further progress. The 
latest despatch from north-west of 
Stalingrad announces that Soviet 
troops, by a surprise thrust, have 
occupied a large inhabited locality. 
Rumanian units. defending this 
locality were put to flight and lost 
more than 600 men. 

““In the Caucasus the position has 
become somewhat more complicated 
in the last few days, following the 
lull in the Mozdok region and thie 
German break-through above Tuapse.

U.S, TROOPS ASKED 
TO SURRENDER 
NEW SOLOMONS ATTACK 


WASHINGTON, ‘ihursday. — 
Japanese land attacks on Guadal- 
canal were repulsed after they had 
pierced the American lines, says a 
Navy Department communique 
to-night. Japanese positions at 
Rekata Bay and on Guadalcanal 
were attacked from the air in sup- 
port of the land operations. Fires 
were started and 4 planes’ were 
destroyed on the water, the com- 
munique says. 

Following the precedent set in the 
battle for the Philippines, the 
Japanese Radio has rare nm a sur- 
render call to the American troops 
and marines holding the Guadalcanal. 
which the Japanese are attacking 
from three sides. 

‘‘ Following the crushing defeat of 
the American Navy,”’ the radio said: 
‘‘ Further resistance is useless. You 
may say 'we do not believe in 
Japanese announcements and we do 
not believe our Navy is defeated.’ 
But let us quote what the American 
Navy Department announced on 
October 26.’ The Japanese announcer 
then read the U.S. communiqué 
admitting serious losses, but not 
specifying the loss of any particular 
craft. 

“You are now marooned on 
Guadalcanal Island, stripped of all 
connection with America . and 
Australia,’’ ~the radio continued. 
““ In other words you are now placed 
in the same position as the Americans 
on Corregidor. Your fate is doomed. 
Your useless resistance is only 
leading you to the denial of your 
right to live.’’—(Reuter. ) 

LONDON, 
Radio claimed to-night that the 
Japanese succeeded in effecting a 
landing “on an immense scale ' on 
Guadalcanal to-day.—(Reuter.) 


BERLIN SAYS U.S. LOST 
11 WARSHIPS 


LONDON, Thursday.—The German} 
radio to-night stated that in the 
recent naval action off Santa Cruz 
island, in the Solomons, the United 
States fleet, consisting of four battle- 
ships, four aircraft carriers, and 
numerous cruisers and destroyers, 
was sighted by Japanese reconnais- 
sance ‘planes sailing towards the 
Solomon Islands. They were con- 
stantly shadowed, and attacked by 
Japanese submarines, long-range 
bombers, dive-bombers, and torpedo 
bombers. 

On the morning,of October 26 the 
United States fleet was forced to 
alter course, and came upon the 
main Japanese battle fleet, which in- 
cluded battleships in these waters for 
the first time. 

In the ensuing engagement, the 
radio said, the Americans lost one 
battleship of the South Dakota class 
of 35,000 tons, two modern aircraft 
carriers, and two smaller carriers,

ORDER, 1942, — 


The Minister for Supplies makes the following an i 
soap required for purposes other than for seraonal or Ceuta 
1. Persons who require soap for use in an industrial process may obtain it 

only under licence. ; 

2. A person who, for 28 consecutive days, is a patient in a hospital 
nursing home, convalescent home or sanatorium, or who is staying in a 
hotel or club must surrender to the person in charge thereof, a valid 
soap coupon for that period and for any succeeding iod of 28 con- 
secutive days during which he remains in the establishntent. 

5. Hospitals, nursing homes, convalescent homes and sanatoria may obtain 
supplies of soap under licence in addition to the supplies obtained in 
exchange for coupons surrendered by patients. 

4. All applications for licences should be made on forms which can be 
obtained from the Secretary, Department of Supplies. Ballsbridge, Dublin. 

5. In the case of ingtitutions, whether public or private, other than those 

; referred to above, as well as in the case of colleges, boarding schools 

HS convents and monasteries, supplies of soap may only be obtained against 

coupons to be surrendeted by the persons resident in such places. 

+s 6. Licences will not be issued to hotels, catering establishments, or clubs, 

' which, ;n future, will only be able to obtain supplies of soap in exchange 
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for conpons to be surrendered by persons who are either permanently 
resident in such places or aro resident for more than twenty-eight days 
at a time. Persons visiting hotels or catering establishments for not 
more than a few days at a time are advised to bring their own soap 


with them.

early October. 
POTATOES (Minister for Agriculture 
to Mr. Mulcahy)—More potatoes ha 
been marketed in Dublin during recent 
weeks than during the corresponding 
period of 1941. There was no reason 
to assume that supplies during the winter 
and spring would be inadequate or prices 
excessive. 

PETROL (Minister for Justice to Mr. 
Everett. Labour, Wicklow) — Ministers 
and Parliamentary Secretarics used 
11,067 gallons of petrol in 1941, and 
4,916 gallons from January to Septem- 
ber of this year.
